Yord. The General Assembly shall have power to confer such 
jurisdiction, as it may from time to time deem proper, on justices of 
the peace, in all matters of contract, covenant, and in actions for the 
recovery of fines and for feitures, when the amount claimed, does not 
exceed one hundred dollars, and in actions and prosecutions, for 
assault and battery, and other’ personal offences less than felony, 
which may be punished by fine only.. 

4th. Judges of the supreme. and circuit courts, dlerks of the Su- 
preme and circuit cour ts, attorneys for the State, sheriffs, coroners, 
county treasurers, justices of the peace, constables, areall other ‘of 
cers whose time is fixed by the constitution to a specified number of 
years, shall fill their respective-offices for the term now specified, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified.

vier and Polk, to seats in this House, made the following report : 


Mr. Speaker—The select committee to whom was referred the re- 
solution of Mr. Brown, of Crawford, calling for an enquiry in rela- 
tion to the seats of the members of this House from the counties of 
_ Sevier and’Polk, have had the same under consideration, and find 
that by the act ‘of the legislature of 1842, apportioning representa- 
tives among the several counties, the county of Sevier, was entitled 
to two representatives. The county of Polk was created by the act 


of 1844, and formed entirely out ot the county of Sevier, but neither ` 


the act creating the county of Polk, nor any subsequent act of the 
legislature providéd that the counties of Sevier and Polk should j joint- 
ly vote for representatives at the general election holden on the first 
Monday in August ofthe present year. Messrs..Pettigrew’and Wil- 
liams were returned as members from Sevier, and Luke Pryor as a 


‘member from Polk county; and from the testimony offered to the, 


committee, it appears that by the writ of election of the sheriff “of | 


Polk county, only one representative was to be chosen in said coun- 
ty of Polk, which also appears by the returns of the clerk of said 
county to the Secretary of State; and further it appears, that Messrs. 
Pettigrew dnd Williams were not candidates‘in said county of Polk, 
nor were their names put upon the poll-books of said county. It 
further appears that in the county of Sevier the name of Mr. Pryor 
was upon the poll-books of some of the townships. From all the 
evidence adduced, it seems the people of both counties labored under 
an erroneous impression as to the manner in which they ought to 
vote. - 

The question is novel, involving the rights of the people of two 
eounties. Three Representatives have been returned where the 
Constitution allows but two ; and how to discriminate in the mat- 
ter, so as to preserve inviolate, the Constitution of the State, the 
laws of the land, and guard the rights of the people of these two 
counties, is somewhat. difficult. 


Fully apprised of the importance to both counties of a represen- 
tation at this time, and the more so that the resignation of the Hon. 


Joseph McKean, deprives them of representation in the other 
House, yet the committee can see no way of settling this ques- 
tion according to the law of the land, and justly as to the counties 


A 


of Sevier and Polk, otherwise than by a reference of the whole., 


matter back to the people of those counties, who alone have the 
power to make the proper correction. With thisview, they have 
instructed me to.report the following resolution ; 


Resolved, That the seats of Messrs. Pettigrew and Williams, mem- 
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bers from Sevier, and the seat-of E. L. Pryor, member from Polk, 
be, and the same are hereby declared vacant. 

Mr. Noland suggested that a minority report would be brought 
in, and moved that the above report lay on the table until that time. 

Which was agreed to. 

Mr. Crutchfield introduced the following substitute for the fore- 
going report: 

Peter T, Crutchfield, one of the minority committee in case of 
Messrs. Pettigrew, Williams,and Pryor, made the following report : 

From the statements made before the committee, and documents 
examined by them, the facts of the case appear to be these: 

Previous to the late general election ‘the sheriff issued his procla- 
mation for the election of certain officers for Polk ceunty, and also, 
for a separate representative for said county to the General Assem- 
bly. On the 3d day of August, being the day of election, Mr. Pry- 
or received 83 votes in said county, for representative in said coun- 
ty, and received the certificate of the clerk that he was duly elect- 
ed a representative from said county. It further appears from doc- 
uments in the Secretary’s office, examined by the committee, that 
at the late election in Sevier county, Charles Pettigrew received 
315 votes, Cockly Williams 311 votes, and said Pryor 50 votes. It 
is not absolutely certain, from the statements made before the com- 

mittee, that the sheriff of Sevier county issued his proclamation for 
the election of Representatives conjointly from the counties of Se- 
viez and Polk. It is reasonable to supppose that he did so, as the 
said Pryor, who lives in Polk, run in Sevier county, and received, 
as already stated, fifty votes in said county. The said Pettigrew 
and Williams having received a majority of votes in Sevier coun- 
ty, were declared duly elected, and received their cer tificate to 
that effect.. These are simply the facts of the case. 

Let us now endeavor to apply the Constitution and the law. 
Agreeably to the Constitution, the last apportionment was made in 
1842, when the number of members of this House was increased to 
79, beyond which number there is a positive prohibition of the 
Constitution to any further increase until the population of the 
State shall amount to 500,000 souls. By admitting all three of the 
claimants to seats in this House, our number is increased to 76, and 
is, therefore, a violation of the Constitution. The question now 
arises which one of the three’persons is riot elected agreeably to the 
‘Constitution and laws of the State. For it is a matter not con- 
` troverted, that the district,of country included in the two counties 
of Sevier and Polk, was and is entitled to two Representatives on 
this floor. Polk county, as such, and by such name, was and is, as 
yet, unknown to any appor tionment law. An apportionment of 
representation is required by the Constitution to be made every 
four years, with the aforesaid restriction. At the last apportion- 
ment made as previously stated, in 1842, there was apportioned to 
the county of Sevier, then including Polk county, two representa- 
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tives. Polk county was made at the last ‘session of, ie General 
Assembly, about two years subsequent to the last apportionment of 
representatives. Polk county, is, therefore, not entitled to a sepa- 
rate representation, because it was made since, the last apportion- 
ment, and consequently has never been included in any apportion- 
ment bill passed conformably. tothe Constitution, which aldne could 
give to it a separate representation.

Polk county is not mentioned in said proclamation. | It is alleged, 
that because the Gen. Assembly in making Polk county, did not set 
forth in the act that it should vote conjointly with Sevier, or 
some other county, therefore it was entitled to a separate repre- 
sentation; in response to ‘which it: may be sufficient to remark, 
that although the ‘Legislature had the constitutional power to 
make the county of Polk’ out of a part of Sevier; yet, at 
that time, as four years had not elapsed smce the last ap- 
portionment, they had not the constitutional right to detach a part 
of the territory of Sevier with the view of giving it a separate re- 
presentation, By operation of the apportionment law of 1842, the 
territory constituting the county of Polk, without any further le- ` 
gislative provision for that purpose, would necessarily be. obliged . 
to vote in all elections for Senator’ and Representatives with the 
county of Sevier. It was an illegal act, therefore, on the part of 
the sheriff of Polk, to have ordered a separate election: in said 
county for Representative, and one which the voters should have 
disregarded. The cousequence was that eighty-three votes were- 


cast for Mr. Pryor, in that county, which added to the fifty he got 


‘in Sevier, where he was also run as a candidate, makes the total 


number he received in both counties, amount to 133: whereas, Mr. 
Pettigrew receved in Sevier county, 315, being a majority over Mr. 
Pryor, in both counties of one hundred and eighty-two votes: and 
Mr. Williams received in Sevier county three hundred and eleven 
votes, being a majority in the two counties of one hundred jand sev- 
enty-eight votes over Mr. Pryor, If Polk county, could have giyen 


` Mr. Pryor a majority over Mr. Pettigrew or Williams, or had he ob- 


tained a majority over them in Sevier, or in both counties, he would 
have been elected by virtue of the apportionment law of 1842, and 
not by the act. making Polk county. As Polk county, according to 
the positions we have established is not entitled to a separate repre- ~ 
sentation, and as Messrs. Pettigrew and Williams received a large 
majority of the votes, notwithstanding Mr: Pryor was run in both 
counties, we believe it would be doing manifest injustice to a large 
majority of the voters of those counties to say that Messrs. Pettigrew 
and Williams are not entitled to seats as members of this House.

Mr. Smith, from the jomt committee on banks, made the follow- 
ing REPORT: E 

Mr. President—The joint committee on banks have instructed 
me to report that the committee repaired to the bauking house of 
the principal bank of the State of Arkansas. The committee ex- 
amined the report of the financial receiver, and find the report a 
true representation of the condition of the principal bank. The 
committee counted all the money on hand, and find that it corres- 
ponds with the report. The committee also examined the accounts 
of the bank, and counted and compared the vouchers with the 
books of the bank, and find them to agree with the report. The 
committee examined and counted the notes held’ on individuals, at 
the principal bank, and compared them with the books of the prin- 
cipal bank and report of the receiver, and report them to agree. 
The committee make the report of the financial receiver of the 
principal bank a part of their report. The committee also append . 
to their report the reports of the financial receivers of the branch 
banks of the State of Arkansas. The committee has no means of 
ascertaining the correctness of the reports of the financial receivers 
of the branches. An act to amend an act to place the Bank of the 
State of Arkansas in liquidation, requires the Governor to appoint 
a special agent, at least six months previous to the sitting. ot each 
General Assembly; which agent shall make a thorough personal ex- 
amination of the books, papers, and effects of the banks, count mo- 
neys and so forth of the bank, and lay a full and detailed statement 
before the ensuing General assembly under oath. The agent ap- 
pointed by the Governor, having failed to act according to the pro- 
visions of the law, the com. have no other evidence before them of the 
condition of the branches but the reports of the financial receivers 
of the branch banks. The committee can only take these reports 
as the condition of the branches. The law of the last session con- 
templated thai the report or statement on oath of the special agent, 
after a full examination of the condition of the branches, should be 
the basis of the examination of the joint committee on banks of the 
General Assembly. But in the absence of that report of the spe- 
cial agent, the committee have no other evidence of the condition 
of the branches than the reports above referred to. The committee 
believe that it is impossible for any committee of the General As- 
sembly to give a full and thorough examination of the bank at this 
place, during the session of the General Assembly. If the com- 
mittee perform fully their duty in examining the bank, they will 
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have to be absent during the sitting of the two Houses; whicly 
would be injustice both to the members of the committee and their 
constituents. The committee have therefore instructed.me to re- 
port the following joint resolution, requiring. the Governor to ap- 
point a joint committee, consisting of two members of the Senate, 
and three members of the House of Representatives, immediately 
after the general election, and notify said committee to repair .to 
Little Rock at least twenty days before the commencement of 
each General Assembly, and examine the books, papers-and effects, 
of the Bank of the State of Arkansas, count the moneys, examine 
the reports and ether papers of the bank, and report to the General 
Assembly immediately after its sitting. Such committee would be 
much better qualified: to make a full examination of the bank, than 
a committee could possibly do during the sitting of the General As- 
sembly. But the benefits of such an examination would chiefly 
-consist in the immense saving which would result from having the 
important business brought early before the two Houses of the 
General Assembly, instead of the great- delay which now arises 
from lateness of the time at which reports are necessarily made. 
The committee, therefore, recommend the passage of a joint reso- 
lution, changing the modeof examining the Bank of the State of 
Arkansas. t 
The joint committee on banks, to whom was referred several re- 
solutions, bills, and a portion of the Governor’s message, recom- 
mending that the General Assembly devise some other plan more 
congenial with the wishes of the debtor, and the immediate inter- 
est of the State, either by calling in the branches or disposing of 
the assets to the highest bidder, for part in prompt payment, and 
the balance in one, two, and three years, have given the same a de- 
liberate examination, and instructed me to report to the General 
Assembly recommending their rejection. In the judgment of the 
committee, the assets of the bank could not be brought into market 
at this time, without a serious sacrifice of the interests of the State. 
The committee also believe that the branches could not be called 
in at this time without a heavy loss to the State, and a great injus- 
ticelto debtors of the branches. ‘The committee are of opinion, that 
no officer of the bank, living at the seat-of government, could at- 
tend to the collection of debts so efficiently as if said officer lived 
in the region of the State -where such debts are owing. It would 
be difficult, if not impossible, to collect the debts due to the bank 
in the counties where these debts exist, and retain the books of the 
branches at Little Rock. These books are frequently the highest 
evidence of debt, and would have to be transferred to the place of 
collection. If the books and other evidence of debts are retained at 
the branches, then-it will be necessary for a bank officer to be there’ 
to keep the books, papers, &c. His proper business would be to at- 
tend to the interests ofthe bank in the collection of debts. It isal- 
so the opinion of the committee, that were the branches withdrawn 
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from their different locations, ‘it would create a great prejudice 
against the bank in the parts from which the branches had been 
withdrawn, and increase to a very great degree, the difficulties of 
collection. The committee have come to the conclusion that it is 
the interest of .the State and people that the branches be not called 
in, and that there be no reduction in the number of officers of said 
bank and branches, at this General Assembly.

Recerver’s Orricr, State BANK, - 
Little Rock, November 2d, 1846. § 
To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

GENTLEMEN—In accordance with the law, I have the honor of 
transmitting herewith, the several Statements marked A, B, C, D, 
E, F, and G, exhibiting the condition of this Bank and its Branchesy 
up to the 31st October, 1846 ; Reports from Fayetteville and Bates- 
ville being to the Ist, and from Arkansas, to the 15th October. 

Staternents A, B, C, D, and E, give a condensed view of the 
operations of the present Receivers since they came into office, and 
of the cash and other assets now on hand. 

Statement F, shows the amount of outstanding circulation ; and’ 
- Statement G, shows the number of State Bonds unredeemed, and 
the interest due thereon up to the Ist October, 1846, which were 
_issued and sold on account of this bank. 

In April, 1845, the General Government obtained judgment 
against this bank for about $5,520 00; an execution from which 
has been run upon her property, and sales made at a great loss to 
the bank. But an order has been obtained from the U.S. Solicitor 
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of the treasury to suspend proceedings against thè bank until the 
meeting of the legislature, with the calculation that provision will 
be made for the payment of thisdebt. Other judgments to a large 
amount have been obtained against the bank; and although an‘ap- 
-proptiation of funds in the State Treasury was made by the last 
legislature to pay these judgments, yet I am not aware that any 
party has been prevailed upon to apply to, and rely upon the trea- 
sury for the payment of his judgment. 

The circuit court here, at the present term, has ruled the bank 
to give security for costs in all suits in which she is plaintiff; the 
attention of the legislature is, therefore, respectfully, and particu- 
larly called to this subject, as well as to that of making provision 
for the payment of court fees generally. 

By reference to the exhibit marked A, it will be seen that §1,- 
805. 40, of the funds reserved for the payment of the surplus réve- 
nue, has been paid out for the use of the penitentiary. This pay- 
ment was made at the request, and upon the draft of Governor, 
- Drew; at a time when it was represented by Mr. McVicar, keeper 
of the penitentiary, that it was indispensable to make provision for- 
the support of the convicts, and that the penitentiary funds were 
entirely insufficient for the purpose. This matter is submitted for 
your consideration. l 

When the present Receiver of this bank came into office, he. 
found that every dollar of her specie means had been exhausted,’ 
and in consequence of which, he has had no little difficulty in méet- 
ing the demands on the bank. In some instances the property of 
the bank has been sold under execution at a sacrifice, for want of 
funds to protect it; and in others, the Receiver has been compelled 
to resort to the sale of Real Estate Bank paper at the current price 
m the market to provide specie means with which to redeem her 
real estate, and meet incidental expenses, &c. 

These subjects have already been presented to the Governor for 
his consideration, and probably may be connected with his sugges- 
tions in reference to the future policy of the State; yet the Re- 
ceiver has thought it proper to place the facts before the legisla- 
ture also, with the hope of procuring ample provision, and the 
adoption of a more liberal policy for the final liquidation of the af- 
fairs of this bank. 

Some additional reports have been received from the branches, 
which, together with any information in relation to this institution, 
in possession of the Receiver, and which may be desired, will, with 
great pleasure be laid before such committee as may be appointed 
for the purpose.

either house. 

is also true, that these committees are aeiy much larger 
necessary, and always more numerous than can profitably be 
employed together, and that the labor of the investigation necessarily 
falls upon four or five of the most industrious.

-the correspondence with the executive, by the holders of the State 
Bonds, have had the subject under investigation, and instructed me 
to report that the Bonds alluded to were issued for the benefit of 
the Banks of this State, to whose management and means the legis- 
lature which authorized their issue looked mainly for the payment 
of the interest as well as their final redemption. The failure of 
those institutions to answer the ends of their creation, has been and 
still isa source of great regret and embarrassment to the State . 
authorities, as well as the whole people of the State, and although 
we now see, and deeply lament the errors into which a former legis- 
lature went by authorizing their issue, yet the step has been taken 
by those to whom the people confided the Jegislation of the State, 
and the present is not the time to question the propriety of the 
measure, but the duty devolves on us to remedy, if in our power, 
the evil already existing, and if possible maintain the faith and ulti- 
mate credit of the State. In the first place, it cannot be denied 
that the era at which the acts authorizing the issue of those Bonds 
was passed, was one memorable in the history of the commercial, . 
as well as the political world,for Bank manias and speculative stock- 
jobbing, and it is not suprising that our predecessors comparatively 
without experience in Banking should have been carried away by 
the fictitious appearance of things-existing, while the most expe- 
rienced and enlightened Statesmen of the age were led into errors 
- innumerable and irretrievable by the same bewildering influence. 

This unreal state of things by which paper and Bank credits were sub- 
stituted for money existing throughout the civil, political and 
commercial world, and in no part to greater extent than in our own 
country. At that period, confidence in the credit system prevailed to 
an extent which produced alike the downfall, and ruin of private 
as well as public enterprize, and spread like a sweeping pestilence,

its disastrous effects throughout the length and breadth of our own 
beloved land. Arkansas sparsely settled, destitute of wealth except 
her native soil, and hardy and industrious inhabitants, procured a — 
credit in foreign markets to which her limited resources did not en- 
title. her, and which proved alike embarrassing and injurious to her, 
and to those who confided in her ability to meet her engagements. - 
Her Bonds were readily ‘negotiated in the market, not for specie or 
money, but for what was then termed par funds, which meant bank 
credits, and which formed a part of the mushroon system then pre- 
vailing. These funds were placed to the credit of our Banks in 
Eastern Cities, and soon merged into individual debts due the Banks, 
and payable in their own issues; soon after this a general re-action 
took place in the United States, and indeed the whole commercial 
world, by which credit was destroyed and confidence lost, and our 
State having neither wealth nor commercial advantages to sustain 
her banking institutions, they went down, and their paper ceased 
to answer the purposes of even an internal circulating medium, and 
in many instances depreciated in the hands of the holders, and 
would not answer the purpose of meeting the accruing interest on 
the State Bonds; hence as soon as the Banks exhausted the small 
amounts of specie which they retained from the proceeds of the 
sale of the State Bonds in paying the accruing interest thereon, 
they became unable to comply with the provisions of their charters 
which required them to meet the interest on the Bonds, to which 
provisions the State as well as the Bondholders looked with confi- 
dence at the time the sales of the bonds were effected. It is clear 
from the reading of the charters which were before all the contract- 
ìng parties that. the people did not anticipate a direct tax to pay the 
bonds; the State stood as collateral security for their ultimate re- 
demption. The downfall of the Banks left the people without a circu- 
lating medium, and generally much embarrassed, which embarrass- 
ment soon manifested itself also in the State Treasury, which had 
been supplied by a tax collected from the people under the then 
existing laws in the paper of these institutions, which paper was 
greatly under par; the legislature has finally been driven to the 
necessity of refusing the paper of either Bank for taxes, and on 
account of the present embarrassments of the Treasury had to re- 
sort to a much higher levy to meet the current expenses of the 
State, and atrears due, growing out of former expenses of the State 
Government, which must operate oppressively upon the people in 
their present embarrassed condition. The object of the correspond- 
ence on the part of the Bondholders is understood to be to ascertain 
whether the legislature will deem it their duty under existing cir- 
eumstances to levy a direct tax on the people to meet the interest 
accrued and accruing on the bonds; in answer to which ‘your com- 
mittee are of opinion, first, that the people, nor the legislature which 
authorized the issue of the bonds in the Bank charters, never con- 
templated a direct tax to pay either principal or interest, until the 
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assets and means of the Banks were first all applied to that object; 
second, that such a tax would at the present time be extremely un- 
- just, onerous and oppressive to the people, and would be more than 
. they could well bear, and would tend greatly to retard the growth 
of the State, and thereby perhaps forever put it out of the power of 
the State authorities to redeem the bonds. Ifit is the desire of the 
holders of the bonds to know whatcourse the legislature are dispos- 
ed to take with regard to those institutions, we answer that both of 
them have been placed into liquidation, with a view to wind up 
and secure their assets, which are to be applied to the payment of 
the State Bonds issued for their benefit, and to no other purpose, 
and the officers of both institutions are authorized to take in pay- 
ment of the debts due the Banks, the bonds of the State, or to 
exchange property with the holders of the bonds at fair and equita- 
ble rates; the process of liquidation has not as-yet absorbed the 
circulation, on account of the State bonds which are being paid in 
for debts due the bonds, therefore the banks have not realized any 
available funds which could be appiied either to the payment of 
principal or interest, nor can we look forward tothe day when we 
may anticipate better funds. We look tothe bondsas the ultimatum 
of all that is desired by the acts placing the Banks in liquidation 
after the circulation shall be absorbed; therefore deem them 
oodin payments, but have not the present ability to redeem them 
from the holders except in the way indicated. If it be charged that 
the State is acting in bad faith to the Bondholders, we reply that 
we have tried to preserve inviolate the means, and assets of the 
Bank for the purposes of liquidating the claims against them and the 
State Bonds issued for their benefit, and it was to these means that 
all parties looked for the payment of the principal and interest at 
the time the bonds were negotiated. Candor compels us to admit 
that after all the means of the banks snould be exhausted there will 
still remain a considerable deficit, which must devolve upon the 
State to provide for, but we leave the provisions for that object to 
be enacted by succeeding legislatures, who it is to be hoped may 
find the people of the State in a better condition to bear the burthens 
that may be imposed, than the present condition of things would 
justify. 
All of which is respectfuliy submitted.

M>. Presid:nt—The committes on internal improvemennts have 
had under coasideratioa the bill to ba entitled an act to distribute 
the proceeds of the 599,00) acre donation amongst the several 
counties for the purpose of internal improvement within the same, 
and a majority of the committee have instructed me to report, 
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That they deem it inexpedient at this time to take any action up- 
on the subject embraced in the bill. If there was no other consid- 
eration prompting your committee to this course, the fact that there 
is collected but a small sum of this fund, would seem to settle the 
propri-ty of not distributing by law the proceeds of the sales until 
' something is collected to distribute. At present, the fund consists 
of lands unsold, and notes for the lands already sold, but little of 
- which, as has been said, is collected, and it is confidently believed, 

that nothing can be realized out of these notes for the next two 
years, beyond the amount which, by the terms of the appropriation 
bill, will be required forthe purpose of redeeming the outstanding 
debts of the State. The embarrassed condition of the treasury, 
renders it necessary that the State shold use, at interest, as much 
of the fund as will probably be collected before the meeting of the 
next Legislature, and the object of increasing the fund can be at- 
tained as well by loaning it to the State as to individuals, with 
much less danger of loss. Your committee are further of the opin- 
ion that the terms of the act of Congress, by which that fund was 
donated to the State for internal improvements, does not contem- 
plate such a disposition as is provided by the bill. The State is 
constituted a trustee*for the appropriation of the fund, and cannot 
delegate that trust to other and different hands. She is bound to 
select the objects to be benefitted by it, and make the necessary 
appropriations directly to the purposes contemplated by the act. 
The character of the internal improvements, which it is believed 
that the Federal Government intended in the act to favor, were 
such as it is impossible for the different counties to effect ; which 
shows conclusively, that the grant was to enable the State to un- 
dertake such works of improvements for themselves as were of gen- 
eral importance and advantage to the whole State. By accepting 
the donation for a specified purpose, the State incurred the most 
solemn obligation to direct it to that purpose, and none other ; and 
cannot, in the spirit of the act, confide to the county courts a trust 
conferred upon herself. This, the bill proposes to accomplish. 
For which reasons, your committee recommend its re‘ection.

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Mr. President—The joint committee on banks have instructed 
. me to report to the Senate the following additional report, and recom- 
mend to the Senate to append it to the report of the bank committee: 
The joint committee on banks, to whom has been referred sundry 
resolutions and bills on the subject of taking real estate, at a fair val- 
ue, in payment of bebts due the State Bank, beg leave to make the 
following report: l l 
The State Bank was established, during the acme of what was cal- 
led the bank mania. Nearly every State in the Union, had embark- - 
ed her credit in the manufacture of banks. We, who then had just 
emerged from our dependence on the general government, and. had 
assumed upon ourselves the reins of self-government, were persuaded 
by the numerous recent examples then set before us by our elder sis- 
tets in the Union, that our condition would be improved, and our 
prosperity advanced and accelerated, by repairing to the market, and 
proclaiming for sale, and selling to the highest bidder, our then virgin 
and untarnished credit, with the view, that with the price so obtained, 
we might establish a bank that would conduce to the lasting prosperity 
of the people. We did do so, by establishing the present State Bank 
and its branches; and, asits capital was obtained on the credit of the 
State, it was considered emphatically the people’s bank, and they 
were actually invited, by public advertisement, to come forward and 
boriow money from it. The invitation, thus so kindly held out, was 
most cheerfully accepted by numerous persons who presented them- 
selves as borrowers. At that time, our imports largely exceeded our 
exports, and consequently occasioned the balance of trade to be 
against us. The farther consequence was, that the notes of the bank, 
were gathered up by merchants and speculators, who returned them 
to the bank with a demand for the specie, which usually satisfied said 
demands, by drafts on her esistern credits, in which most of her cap- 
ital consisted. In this way it was, that the larger portion of the cap- 
ital of the bank, was soon absorbed. Nearly the whole of the residue 
of the capital was applied towards paying interest on the State bonds 
which were given for-said capital. In the way indicated, as well as 
by the total failure of the North American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, by which we lost the remaining portion of our eastern capital, 
amounting to upwards of fifty thousand dollars, was the whole of the 
original capital, for which the bonds of the State were given, entirely 
absorbed. ‘The consequence, resulting from this state of facts, was 
an entire failure of the bank, to accomplish the objects contemplated 
by the framers of the’ constitutfon, who anthorized and directed its 
establishment. From necessity, therefore, ıt had to cease discount- * 
ing, and draw in, as fast as it was possihle, her circulation, which, as 
a matter of course, diminished the means of its debtors to make pay- 
ment, as most of them had borrowed, either with the view to pay 
otd debts, or to purchase real estate, or other property, and had not 
‘been able to raise an income, to meet their debts, from the property 
so purchased. This was the situation of affairs when the General

“Assembly convened in 1842, and passed an act placing the State 
Bank in liquidation. The said act of the legislature, passed at the 
session of 1842, placing the State Bank and branches in liquidation, 
has however entirely failed to realize the expectations of its authors. 
Jts operation has not been beneficial, but, in a great measure, disas- 
trous to the interests of the bank and the State. The very General 
Assembly, which passed the said act, were the first to disregard its 
provisions, by using from the vaults of the bank, a large amount of 
specie to pay themselves, and for other purposes, thereby lessening 
the means of the bank to comply with the said law. And the next 
General Assembly followed suit, by also ordering to be taken from 
the vaults of the bank, to pay themselves and for other purposes, 
every remaining silver dollar, being upwards of $30,000—thereby 
setting at naught the said act of liquidation which had pledged the 
faith of the State—that said specie should be-appropriated to pay the 
debts of said bank. These are facts, in the history of the bank, that 
cannot be controverted. ‘The truth is, the State mainly lived on the: 
means of the bank from its commencement, and as long as it had a 
dollar. This is not all; the last General Assémbly refused its notes, 
by prohibiting their receipt in payment of taxes by the people, which 
had been guarantied to them by the charter; and, in their said act of 

rohibition, they authorized the issue of treasury notes, which expe- 
rience has shown to be very little better than Arkansas bank notes.— 

It may be said, that the said specie, so taken from the bank, was un- 
der the control of the legislature, as a portion of the surplus revenue. 
For that very reason, the General Assembly had no legal power to 
use it, as it had been placed in the bank, and banked on as a portion 
of the capital of the bank by the charter of the bank which so di- 
rected, and the act of liquidation required it to be first used in re- 
deeming the issues of the bank. ‘These facts are not stated with the 
view of reflecting on the acts of former legislatures who honestly did 
what they deemed the best for the interests of the State; but for the 
purpose of arriving at correct conclusions in the present action, should 
any be deemed necessary. Owing to our inability to pay the whole 
of the undisputed interest due on our State bonds for both banks, up 
to this time, has increased to the enormous sum of eight hundred and 
sixty thousand, six hundred and twelve dollars. It would be perfect 
folly in us to think of paying this large sum, when we have not as 
yet been able to pay our current ordinary expenditures. And, al- 
though this intere-t is accumulating at the annual rate of $164,660 
19, yet we know of no available means within the control of the 
State, by which it could be paid. This, unfortunately, is our true 
situation, and it would be wrong to disguise it. The act placing the 
State bank in liquidation, although as strong and stringent in its pro- 
visions as it could be made, instead of producing beneficial results to 
the bank and State, has occasioned great loss in the way of ‘costs, 
and the sacrifice of property, the consequences resulting from rigidly 
adhering to its provisions, by suing the debtors to the bank. Expe- 
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tience is the best teacher, and this is the result-of four years’ experi- 
ence of its provisions. It would be the better policy, therefore, in the 
opinion of your committee, with the view of securing debts, and re- 
ceiving payment therefor, to allow the officers of the bank to exercise 
a wide discretion, and to ‘allow such time, as they may deem proper, 
where debts are well secured, and to receive in payment therefor 


real estate.
